Fii*c Broke Out in the Iroquois, 
Cliieag:o, and Over 500 Per- 
sons Killed in a Panic. 

Dead Bodies Wei*e Piled Four and Five 
Feet in Depth at the Foot 
of the Stairways. 

EXPLOSION FOLLOWED THE FIRE. 

Scores of Persons Discovered in the 
Ai.'les With Their Faces Com- 
pletely Trampled Off. 

The Corpses llsu'ed Away From the Play 
House Piled on Wagons Like 
Cords of W'ood. 



Some of the Audience Were Suffocated 

By Escaping Gas While Sitting in 
Their Seats — Hundreds Injur- 
ed; Scores Will Die. 

Chicago, Doc. .‘11. — Hundreds of peo- 
ple were Killed in ton minutes Wed- 
nesday afternoon during a fire in the 
Iroquois theater, the newest, the larg- 
est, and as far as human power could 
make it, the safest theater in Chicago. 

A few of these people 'were burned 
to death by fire, many w'erc suffocated 
by gas, and scores were tr.amplcd to 
death in the panic that followed the 
mad plunge of the frightened audi- 
ence for the exits. 

There were bodies lying l)y the dozens 
Wednesday night in the undertaking 
rooms, in the police stations, and in 
the hospitals from which nearly every- 
thing that equld reveal their identity 
to those who knew them best is gone. 
Their clothing is torn to rags or burn- 
ed to cinders and their faces have 
been trampled into an unrecognizable 
pulp by the heels of the crowd that 
trampled them down as they fled for 
safety. 

The fire broke out during the second 
act of the play “.Mr. Bluebeard,” which 
was the first dramatic production giv- 
en in the theater since its erection. 
The company, which was very large, 
escaped to the street in safety, nearly 
all of tliem. however, being compelled 
to floe into the snowy streets with no 
clothing but their stage costumes. A 
few members of the company sustain- 
ed minor Injuries hut none were seri- 
ously hurt. 

As soon as the fire was discovered Ed- 
die Foy, the chief comedian of the com- 
pany, shouted to lower the curtain, and 
this was immediately done. It de- 
scended about half way and then 
stuck. 

The fire thus was given practically 
a flue through which a strong draft 
was setting, aided by the doors which 
had been thrown open in the front of 
the theater. With a roar a:jd a bound 
the flames shot through the opening 
over the heads of the people on the 
first floor and reaching clear up to 
those in the first balcony, caught them 
and burned them to death where they 
sat. Immediately following this rush 
of flames there came an explosion 
which lifted the entire roof of the the- 
ater from Us walls, shattering the 
great .skylight into fragments. As 
soon as the flames first appeared be- 
yond the curtain a man in the rear of 
the hall shouted “Fire! Fire!” and the 
entire audience rose as one person and 
made for tlie doors. It is believed that 
the explosion was caused by the flames 
coming in contact with the gas reser- 
voirs of th.e theater, causing them to 
burst. 

The audience in its rush for the 
outer air seems to have, for the great- ! 
cr part, chosen to flee to the left en- 
trance and to attempt to make its way 
down the eastern stairway leading into 
the lobby of the theater. Outside of 
the people burned and suffocated by 
gas, it was in these two doorways on 
tho first and second balconies that the 
greatest loss of life occurred. When 
the firemen entered* the building the 
dead were found stretched in a pile 
reaching from the head of tlie stairway 
at least eight feet from tho door hack 
to a point about five feet in tlie rear of 
the door. 

This mass of dead bodies in the cen- 
ter of the doorway reached to within 
two feet of the top of tho passageway. 
.All of tho* corp.ses at this point were 
women and children. Tlie fight for life 
which must have taken place at these 
two points is something that is simply 
beyond human power to adoviuately de- 
scribe. Only a faint idea of its horror 
could be- derived from the aspect of 
the bodies as tliey lay.' Women on top j 
of these masses of dead had been over 
taken by death as they were crawling 
on their hands and knee? over the 
bodies of those who had died before. 

As one by one the bodies were drag- 
ged out of the water soaked, blackened 
mass of corpses, the spectacle became 
more and more heartrending. There 
were women whose clothing was torn 
completely from their bodies above 
the waist, whose bosom.s had been 
trampled into a pulp and whose faces 
were marred beyond all power of iden- 
tification. Bodies lay in the first and 
second balconies in great numbers. In 
come places they were piled up In the 
aisles three and four deep, wliere one 
had fallen and other tripjKrd over the 
prostrate forms, and all had died 
where they lay, evidently suffocated by 
th<j eas. Others were bent over backs j 



of scats where they had been thrown 
by the rush of people for the doors 
and killed without hardly a chance to 
rise from their seats. 

The theater has been constructed but 
a short time and all its equipment was 
not yet in place. This was unfertju- 
ately the case with a fire escape in the 
rear of the building. The small iron 
balconies to which the iron ladder was 
to he attached were up but the ladder 
had not yet been constructed. 

When tho panic w’as at Its height a 
great number of women ran for the.se 
fire escapes, only t o fir.i as they 
emerged from the doorway upon the 
little iron platform that they were .30 
to .35 feet from the ground, a fire be- 
hind and no method of escape in front. 
In a few moments the iron ledges 
j were jammed with crow'ds of women 
who screamed, fought and tore at each 
other like maniacs. 

Although all the patrol wagons and 
! every ambulance owned by the city 
were pressed into service, they were 
utterly inadequate to carry away tho 
dead, ‘and in a short time there wa? a 
I line of corpses 50 feet long, piled two 
and three high, on the sidewalk in 
front of the theater. It was found 
necessary in order to convey the bodies 
rapidly to the morgue, and to the vari- 
ous undertaking establishments, to im- 
press trucks into service, and in these, 
upon costly blankets furnished by the 
dry goods stores in the vicinity, e?id 
covered with the same material, the 
dead were hauled away practically like 
so much cord wood. 

One largo truck, ordinarily used for 
convoying freight to depots, was so 
heavily loaded with dead in front of 
the theater that tho two large horses 
attaciied to it were unable to start, and 
the police were compelled to assist by 
Bif?ging at Uie wheels. When the need 
for trucks to remove the dead was more 
prc.ssing, a huge electric delivery 
wagon owned by Montgomery Ward & 
Co. was hailed by, the police. 

While scores of men were busy car- 
rying out the dead and injured, others, 
fortunately few in number, searched 
the aisles and seats for valuables. 
Two men were found who had pro- 
vided themselves with baskets and 
were filling them with the property 
of the dead. They were immediately 
placed under arrest and the theater 
u.shers and stage hands were given the 
work of collecting all the valuables 
on the floor of the theater. During the 
evening the police arrested over a 
dozen men accused of being thieves 
and pickpockets. 

Chicago, .Ian. 1. — For the first time 
since Chicago has possessed bells to 
peal, whistles to shriek and horns to 
blow, the old year was allowed to si- 
lently take its place In history cand the 
new year permitted to come with no 
evidence of joy at its birth. 

In an official proclamation issued 
Thursday afternoon by Mayor Carter 
H. Harrison he made the suggestion 
that the usual New Year’s eve celebra- 
tion be for this time omitted. The 
idea found a ready response in the 
hearts of the people and the mayor's 
words in fact only gave utterance *to 
the unexpressed thought that had fill- 
ed them all. 

The appalling calamity of Wednes- 
day in the Iroquois theater has cast 
Chicago into the deepest grief and 
gloom, and for the time being at least 
seems to have chilled and deadened all 
the ordinary ambitions of life. Busi- 
ness Friday was performed with the 
sole view to actual necessity and even 
that much was carried out In a per- 
functory manner. 

In addition to his proclamation Is- 
sued during the afternoon suggesting 
that the usual New Year’s festivities 
be abandoned. Mayor Harrison Thurs- 
day night made the announcement 
that all departments of the city hall 
will be closed on Saturday, January 2, 
on account of the calamity at the Iro- 
quois theater. He made the request 
that all business houses throug'aout 
the city also close on that daj\ 

From early in the morning until late 
at night crowds besieged tho undertak- 
ing rooms and hospitals looking for 
the dead and Injured. Policemen were 
detailed at all places where the dead 
and injured had been carried, to re- 
strain the anxiotie men and women 
who pressed in at the doorways and 
inquired for their lost friends and rel- 
atives. 

The scenes that wore enacted 
around the bodies of the little chil- 
dren were pathos itself. There were 
so many of them and they had evident- ^ 
ly been such beautiful children, and 
were so handsomely dressed, that the 
comparison between w'hat they had 
been and what they were caused men 
and women alike to turn away weep- 
ing from the bodies of the little ones. 
There has been no sadder feature con- 
nected with the disaster than the kill- 
ing of so many little children. It is 
iho one thing that seems to overpow- 
er all visitors to the morgue beyond 
anything else. 

Six bushel baskets of valuables and 
trinkets of various descriptions were 
gathered by the police and firemen 
and turned over to the coroner. Among 
these were fully a dozen watches, and 
in every case tlie watch had stopped 
at 3:, 50 o'clock, the time when the fire 
broke out. 

T welve employes of the Iroquois the- 
ater were arrested Thursday night on 
orders issued by Chief of Police 
O'Neill. The charge against them is 
at present that of being accessory to 
manslaughter. They will be held 
pending the verdict of the coroner’s 
jury. Five of the arrested men arc 
stage hands and scene shifters. After 
being taken in custody by the police, 
four of them told Chief O’Neill that 
they had been requested by people 
connected with the theater to leave the 
city. When asked who advised them 
to do this they at first refused to say, 
but later admitted that the advice was 
given by Assistant Stage Manager 
PlunUltt. 

They said they were about to follow 
Plunkitt’s advice and all of them had 
packed . their trunks and would have 



j been out of the city had not the po- j 
lice arrested them. j 

Twelve members of the ^ity council 1 
Thursday inspected the theater and j 
after doing so returned tp the city hall j 
and called on the building department, j 
They asked to see the plans of the I 
; theater and Mr. Stanhope produced j 
them. “How about sprinklers?” de- ; 
manded Alderman Jones, who was one { 
of the investigating committee. 

“The way the theater is built, they j 
can be left out,” Mr. Stanhope replied. ; 
, “And anyhow the flames spread so j 
rapidly that no sprinkling system ! 
would have availed anything.” j 

j Alderman Jones then remarked that j 
Jhe ordinance requires all exits to be j 
marked. j 

I “That will be looked into.” Mr. Stan- j 
hope said. “Remember, however, that 
the lights were out and that many of j 
the people v>ere killed in their seats.” 

Pointing to the diagram of the thea- 
ter. Alderman Herman said: 

“Here is a passageway on the south 
side of the first balcony which looks 
as though it led to a stairway. But 
in the darkues.s the people scrambling 
through it were caug'it like rats in a 
trap. They could not get either way. 
The confusion of exits was such that 
no one could find his way in the dark. 
If those things are considered exits, 

F don’t know what constitutes an exit 
that would be of any use ” 

Mr. Stanhope told the aldermen that 
he had made an inspection of the 
building and that structurally it was 
good. 

“You can not convince me,” declar- 
ed Alderman Herman, “if you talk for 
a hundred years, that people could get 
out of that place. I do not care what 
toey-eull the exits, they did not work, 
there were not enough of them open 
and the people could not get out. 
These plans show aisles at the end of 
the first floor, but we were over there 
and saw the seats run bang up against 
the railing, leaving no aisle at all. 
Now what I want to know is. did these 
people in building this theater live up 
to the plans they submitted to tho city 
building department? Here there 
seemed to be ample exits on paper, 
but a number of friends of mine got 
badly scorched just the same.” 

“On the first floor they got out,” 
said Mr. Stanhope. 

“My friends were on the first fleor, 
but they got burned on their hacks 
Just the same,” Alderman Herman re- 
joined. 

Alderman Frie.stadt declared that in 
the second balcony there is not suffi- 
cient room when the scats are down, 
to allow any one to walk between 
them. Alderman Scully and .Alderman 
Conery took from the floor of the stage 
bits of the stage curtain, none of which 
w'as larger than the palm of a hand, 
for examination to the store of an as- i 
bestos company. The bits were shown 
to be of asbestos, although the exam- 
iner pronounced it of a low^ grade. 

“They wanted a cheap curtain and 
they got it,” an incautious clerk re- 
marked. He was instantly hushed up 
b3" one of the members of the com- 
pany, who added that they did not 
wish to discuss the matter. Inasmuch 
as they had bid upon supplying the 
curtain to the theater and their bid 
had been rejected for a lower one. 

Chicago, Jan. 2. — Up to Friday mid- 
night 582 dead bodies from the Iro- 
quois theater fire and panic of Wed- 
nesday had been accounted for. This 
is believed to be the total number of 
dead. Of these 582 bodies. 3G1 have 
been identified, leaving onlj’^ 21 uni- 
dentified at morgues. 

Chicago, Jan. 2. — Chicago never wit- 
nessed such a day of mourning as that 
w'hich ushered in the new year. In 
every portion of the city almost it 
seemed as though there were funerals 
going, or undertaker w'agons arriving 
with dead, taking them to their homes 
for the last time. 

While the funeral processions were 
moving through the snow'-covered 
streets to various cemeteries, the 
throngs about the various morgues 
seemed almost as large as ever. The 
scenes here were the same as those of 
Wednesday night and of Thursday and 
Thursday night. Many men appeared 
at the door of Rolston’s and Jordan’s 
morgues Friday afternoon who had 
been on .their feet for 48 hours con- 
stantly searching for those they had 
lost. The greater number of unidenti- 
fied dead are in these two places, and j 
men w'ho had viewed tho ghastly rows ; 
of corpses before and had gone on i 
unavailing search to every ot’aer ! 
morgue in Chicago, went back once j 
more to Rolston’s and to .Jordan’s al- j 
most in despair, but hoping against 
hope that they might have overlookecf 
their dead in the, great number that,, 
had crowded the tables and floors on 
Thursday morning. In some cases 
they were successful, in many others 
they were not. 

It was Impossible for relatives to 
secure all the carriagcfj they wished { 
to convey friends and relatives to cem- 
eteries. In man3’’ cases it was not po.s- j 
sible for all members of the immedi- 
ate family to ride in the funeral pro - 
cession because no carriages could be 
procured for them. 

Tho liverymen were simply over- 
whelmed by the demands and earnest- 
ly urged that, as- far as possible, the 
relatives should content themselves 
with a carriage for the pallbearers, the } 
hearse and one other carriage for the | 
family. Where there were more mem- i 
hers of the family than could conveni- 
cntly ride in one carriage, they were j 
compelled to make their w-ay to the j 
cemetery by other methods of trans- 
portation. 

The entire family of Frederick S. 
Pond, for 33 years cashier of the Deer- 
ing reaper works, was exterminated 
by the fire. In the disaster Mr. Pond 
lost his wife and two children, all of 
whom have been identified. A sister 
of Mrs. Pond, Miss Grace Tuttle, is 
still among the missing. Helen, a 7^ 
year-old daughter of Mr. Pond, was | 
identified solely by her teeth. A club ; 
pin was all that led to the recognition • 
of Raymond Fon<L 14 years old. The j 



funeral of Mrs. Pond and her two chil- 
dren will be delayed until the body cf 
Miss Tuttle is found. 

Frida3’ afternoon a man. haggered 
and worn, entered a Cottage Grove 
avenue car carrying in his arms the 
body of a golden-haired girl. The 
form was partly wrapped in a can- 
vass. A.S the father took a seat v.-ith 
tho child in his arms the conductor 
touched him on the shoulder, saying: 
“I am sorr3', but the rules of the com- 
pany do not permit the carrying of 
bodies in this manner. 1 must ask 
.vou to leave the car.” Without chang- 
in.g his expression in the slightest, 
wit.iout showing a trace of excitement 
or irritation, the man rose to his feet, 
still holding on one arm the body of 
his child. j 

With his free hand he thrust into the | 
face of the conductor a large revolver 
and said in a tone which betokened 
utter weariness and noncbalence: 

‘ This is m3' daughter. I have look- 
ed for her« all night and all day. I 
have tried in vain to obtain a cab or 
a carriage, and I can get none. I am 
taking iny bab3* home to her mother, 
and I intend to take her on this car. 
Now go on.” 

Other men on the car interceded 
wit’n the conductor and the conductor, 
realizing the situation, gave way, and, 
in the crowded car, the father sat and 
carried the corpse home. 

The police Friday vigorousl3’ push- 
ed their inquir3- into the causes of the 
fire and made several other arrests of 
stage hands, among them AVilliam Mc- 
Mullen, operator of a light, which, it 
is said, started the fire. He was lock- 
ed up at Central station, and Wilson 
Kerr, a flyman at the theater, was al- 
so placed in a cell. 

Fifteen members of the double oc- 
tette, which takes part in the song, 
“In the Pale Moonlight,” have been 
arrested, hliss Romaine being the only 
member who has thus far eluded ar- 
rest. The singers are wanted as wit- 
nesses, and there is no charge against 
an 3' of them. Orders were issued 1)3* 
Chief of Police O’Neill Friday night 
that qonc of the 15 woulJ be released 
unless a bond of |5,000 was furnished. 

McMullen underwent a searching ex- 
amination by Assistant Chief of Police 
Se.huettler. McMullen’s stor}* was as 
follows: 

“I was standing on the iron bridge 
at the right side of the stage from 
which the ‘spot light’ is operated. 

“The lamp seemed in good condi- 
tion. but in the middle of the second, 
act, just as I changed from a white 
lig’rit to a blue one. the arc between 
the carbons spluttered and jumped. A 
spark struck the frayed edge on the 
inside of the border of the curtain dra- 
per3’. A flame, w'hich, I should 5.-13', 
was about 12 inches long, shot up. 1 
abandoned the lamp and clapped my 
hand on the flame, but it spread in 
spite of me. I called to have the fire 
curtain lowered and lelled to the 
house fireman to help me He came 
with a patent fire extinguis’ner w'hich 
had no effect on the flames. Finall3’ 1 
jumped from the bridge to the stage. 
A child in one of the front boxes had 
already been burned. I seized her and 
cai'ried her out and then returned to 
the theater. Here I w'orked. pulling 
people out of the choked exits until 
it was useless to stay any longer.” 

With the arrest of Mchlullen the po- 
lice believe they have all the impor- 
tant witnesses among the theater em- 
plo3*es that are essential to a complete 
inquiry. 

Mayor Carter Harrison Friday took 
steps to provide as far as possible 
against a repetition of Wednesday’s 
horror at the Iroquois theater. As a 
result of an investigation made at his 
orders and lasting only a few* hours, 
19 theaters and museums w-ere ordered 
closed, some of them being among the 
leading and most popular houses in 
Chicago. The action of the mayor was 
based on one single violation of the 
ordinances which are intended to pro- 
tect the patrons of theaters from just 
such an occurrence as that which cost 
so many lives on Wednesda3'. This 
wa? that every one of these places had 
failed to supply an asbestos curtain. 
The theaters ordered closed are: How- 
ard’s, Sam T, Jack’s, Marlow'e, New 
American, Olympic, Academy of Mu- 
sic, Alhambra, Avenue, Bijou, Chicago 
opera house, Columbus, Thirt3’-first 
street. Criterion, Fiegenbaum’s, Mil- 
waukee avenue, Garrick (in Milwau; 
kee avenue), and Gllckman’s. In addi- 
tion to these the Loudon Globe muse- 
um and the Clark street museum were 
compelled to close their doors.

Chicago Teachers Killed in the Fire. 

Chicago, Jan. 2. — Superintendent of 
Schools Cooley announced Friday 
night that the Iroquois theater fire 
had killed 24 teachers in the Chicago 
public schools, and six teachers are 
still reported missing, making a total 
of 30.

Coiiirress Resumes Without Aiij 
Definite Pro<ri’aiii. 



Only a Few Items cf Legislaticn Have 

Been Reported in the House By 
Committees and They Are Com- 
paratively Insignificant. 

Washington. Jan. 4. — After a recei^s 
of more than two w-eeks the senate r- ■ 
sumed business Monday w-ithout any 
lefinite program. Indeed, it may be 
stated that the .senate has no prograju 
for the entire session beyond the i)as- 
sage of the appropriation bills, the 
consideration of the Panama canal 
treaty, the determination of Senator 
Smoot's case and tie disposition of 
jome other comparatively unimportant 
matters. 

Only one of the appropriation bills, 
namelv', the pension bill, has reached 
the senate dnd that has not yet been 
considered in committee. It is proba- 
ble, however, that it will be reporte<l 
to the senate during the present week. 
Tne Smoot case will be . proceeded 
with b>' the committee on privileges 
and elections, but the indications are 
that some weeks will elapse before the 
question can be brought before the 
senate in regular order. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
canal treaty is not at present in the 
senate there is little doubt that the 
canal question will foim the leading 
topic for discussion during the week. 
Senator Lodge will speak on this sub- 
ject on Tuesday and it is quite cer- 
tain that he will be followed by other 
senators, especially by some who an- 
tagonize the attitude of the adminis- 
tration. Senator Lodge will uphold 
in an elaborate speech the right of the 
president to recognize the independ- 
ence of Panama at the time and in the 
manner in which President Roosevelt 
gave the recognition. 

When the house reassembled Mon- 
day after its vacation it was confront- 
ed by an almost bare calendar. Only 
a few items of legislation have been 
reported b3* committees and all these 
are of comparative insignificance. !t 
therefore w^Il be necessar3’ for the- 
house to wait for a few da3*s upon its 
committees before beginning the trans- 
action of important b'usiness. The di.s- 
position in the house is to t.ake up nc. 
matters of general interest outside of 
appropriation bills and there is no ap- 
propriation measure in shape to be re- 
ported from committee. The legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial bill will be 
the first to receive attention by the 
house, but there is no expectation that 
it w-ill be reported from the appropria- 
tion.s committee before Friday or Sat- 
urda3*. In the meantime the house 
w’ill consider private pension bills and 
other questions of not much impor- 
tance unless some matter should be 
taken up for general discussion. The 
w^eek, however, wilLbe one of great ac- 
tivity in the committee rooms and the 
general understanding that after the 
present week there will be enough 
business before the house to keep it.s 
members occupied. 

BLIZZARD IN THE EAST. 

The Worst Since the Memorab'e 
Storm of 1898. 

Boston, Jan. 4. — With' the mercury 
hovering around the zero mark in this 
cit3' and reaching an extreme of 35 de- 
grees below in Northern Maine; with 
a foot of smJw. piling up at exposed 
points in huge drifts that delayed rail- 
road trains, caused the abandonment 
of street railroad schedules and in 
many cases interfered with the street 
lighting s3'stems. New England slowly 
emerged Sunday from the clutches of 
the wildest blizzard that has swept, 
this part of the countr>’ since the me- 
morable storm of November, 1898. 

STATION AGENT HELD UP. 

The Highwaymen Got $350 and Valu- 
able Papers. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 4. — Highwaymen, 
held up H. A. Cochrane, station agent 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Da>'toii 
railway, at Glendale, Sunday night, 
securing $350 in money and valuabl-^ 
papers.

*.sthmiis. The effort to secure a treaty 
i -r this purpose with one of the Centra! 
Ai' i rican repubiics did not stand on the 
aii:e footing with the effort to secure a 

aty unde»- any ordinary conditions. 
•‘Cnder the Hay-I'auncefote treaty it 
was explicitly provided that the United 
States should control, police and protect 
t-.e canal which was to be built, keeping 
c Gi»en for the vessels of all nations on 
■qual terms. The Hnited States thus as- 
sumed the position of guarantor of the 
anal and or its peaceful use by all the 
world. The guaranty included as a mat- 
ter of course the building ot the canal. 
The enterprise^ was recognized as re- 
sponding to an international need: and it 
would bo the veriest travesL.Y.cn right and' 
justice to treat the governrhents in pos- 
seisslon of the isthmus as having the right 
•to close the gates of intercourse on the 
great highways of the world, and justify 
the act by the pretcn.->ioii that the?e ave- 
r:ues of trade and travel l'*-long to them 
and that they choose to sh.ut them.’ ” 

PoMitiun of I'nitcd Staten. 

"When this government submitted to 
Colombia the Hay-Herran treaty three 
things were, therefore, already settled: 
•'One was that the canal should be 
bu'lt. The tim.e for delay, the time for 
Ijcimitting the attempt to be m.ade by 
private enterpri.se, the time for permitting 
any governmient of anti-social spirit and 
of imperfect development to bar the work, 
was past. The United States had assum.ed 
in connection with -the canal certain re- 
fponsibiliiies not only to its own people, 
out to the- civilized world, which impera- 
tively demanded that there should no 
longer be delay in beginning the work. 

“aecond — While it was settled that the 
canal should be built without unnecessKry 
i;r improper delay, it was no less clear- 
ly shown to be our purpo.se to deal not 
merely in a spirit of justice but in a spirit 
of giinerosity with the people through 
whcc% land we might build it. The Hay- 
Herran treaty, if it erred at all, erred in 
the direction of an over-generosity to- 
wards the Colombian government. In our 
anxiety to be fair we had gone to the very 
verge in yielding to a weak nation’s de- 
mands what that nation was helplessly 
unable to enforce from us against our 
will. The only criticisms made upon the 
administration for the terms of the Hay- 
Herran treaty w .-re for having granted too 
much to Colombia, not for failure to grant 
enough. Neither in the congress nor in 
the public press, at the iim.e that this 
treaty was form.ulated, was there com- 
plaint that it did not in the fulle.«n and 
amplest manner guarantee to Colombia 
e>verythlng that she could by any color of 
title dem.and. 

"Nor is the fact to be lost sight of that 
the rejected treaty, while generously re- 
apondlrg to the pecuniary demands of Co- 
Icmbij. in other respects m.erely provided 
for the cnr.structlon of the canal in con- 
formJty with the express requirements of 
the act of the congress of June 28, 1902. 
By th.it act, as heretofore quoted, the 
president was authorized to acquire from 
Colo i.hla, for the purposes of the canal, 
‘perye*^’.a! control’ of % certain strip of 
lard; and it was expressly required that 
the ’coiitror thus lo be obtained should 
include ‘jurisdiction’ to make police and 
sanitary regulations and to establish such 
judicial tribunals as might be agreed on 
for their rnforcement. These were con- 
ditions precedent prescribed by the con- 
gres'^- and for their tullttllment suitable 
stipulations were embedied in the treaty. 
It has been stated in public prints that 
Colombia objected to these stipulation.^, 
on the ground that they involved a reiin- 
qu'shm.ent of her ‘sovereignty;’ but in the 
llglit of what has taken place, this alleged 
objection must be considered as an after- 
thought. In reality, the treaty, instead 
of requiring .a cession of Colombia’s sov- 
ereignty ovfr the canal strip, expressly 
acknowledged, confirmed, and preserved 
her sovereig’ity over it. Ti>* treaty in this 
re.spect .simi»’y proceeded on the lines on 
winch all the negotiations leading up to 
th'.; pre.sent situation have been conducted. 
In tno*»e negotiations the exercise by the 
United States, subject to the paramount 
rights cf the ioeal sovereign, of a .‘•ub- 
s intlal control over the canal and the 
immediately adjacent territory, has been 
tr-vated as a fundamental part of any ar- 
rangement lliHl iniglit be n-.ade. It has 
formed an ts.«ential feature of all our 
pi tns, and its necessity is fully recognized 
ill flse Ilay-raiincefote treaty. The con- 
gr- ss, in providing that such control 
st-ould be .--ecured. adopted no new princi- 
ple, but only incoritorated in Its legl.'la- 
tion a condition the importance .and pro- 
priety of whicii were unlvetsaliy recog- 
During all the years of negotiation 
and discussion that i*roccd<-d the conclu- 
sion of the Hay-Herran treaty, Colom.bla 
never intimated that the requirement by 
tlie Ur.itcd States of control over the ca- 
r il stfip would render unattainable the 
<<>nstnjction of a canal by way of the 
Isthmus of Panama; nor weie we advised, 
cl'tring the months when 1- gislation of UK)2 
w i.'* p-r.ding before the congress, that the 
te.rms which it embodied would render ne- 
;gotiatlone with Uolomhia impracticab> 
It is plain that no nation could construct 
rand g->iarantee the neutrality cif the canal 
with a less degree of control than was 
B'lpulated for in the Hay-II. rran treaty. 
A refusal to grant such degree of control 
w 13 necessarily a refusal to make any 
pr.ictlcable treaty at all. 8uc*li refusal 
ilierefore squarely raised the que.>tion 
wl’.ether Colombia was entitled lo bar the 
transit of the world’s traffic acro.*s the 
isthmus.

GEN. LONGSTREET PASSES AWAY. 

The Remains Will Be Buried Tuesday 
in Alta Vista Cemetery. 

Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 4. — Gen. James 
Longstreet, soldier, statesman and dip- 
lomat, and the last lieutenant general* 
of the confederate army, with the ex- 
ception of Gen. Gordon, died in Gaines- 
ville. Ga., Saturday from an attack of 
acute pneumonia after two days ill- 
ness. 

Gainesville Ga., Jan. 4. — The funeral 
of Gen. James Longstreet will be held 
here Tuesday. All naval and military 
organizations of the city will attend 
in a bodv. Comrades in arms of the 
distinguished dead will act as pall- 
bearers, and over the grave in Alta 
Vista cemetery sons of Gen. T.oiig- 
street’s soldiers will fire a salute. 

The remains will be carried from 
the home of Gen. Longstreet’s daugh- 
ter to the court house on Tuesday 
morning, and will lie in state there 
until noon, to be viewed by his old 
friends and citizens generally. Short- 
ly after noon the funeral services will 
he begun. At the conclusion of thes?3 
services the march to the cemetery 
will he formed, and the interment will 
be with full military honors. The last 
rites will be conducted according to 
the formula of the Catholic church, 
of which Gen. Longstreet was a mem- 
ber. 

Among the honorary pall-hearers 
will be Gov. J. M. Terrell, of Georgia; 
Mayor Evan P. Howell, of Atlanta; 
Gen. John B. Gordon, former Gov. 
Candler, Chief Justice Simmons. Adjt.

DEATH OF GEN. MOFFIT. 

He Was a P.’’ominent Figure in the 
Civil War. 

Plattsburgh, N. Y., Jan. 4. — Gen. 
Stephen Moffit, one of the most promi- 
nent men in Northern New York, died 
at his residence near this city Sunday. 
Gen. Moffit was born in Clintonville, 
N. Y., in 1837. When the civil war 
broke out he was the first man to en- 
list in the 96th volunteer regiment. 
He was colonel of the regiment in 
1865, later being breveted brigadier 
general. He served on Gen. Wessell’s 
and Gen. Gibbon’s staffs at various 
times during the war and was provost 
marshal of the 24th army corps from 
its organization to the close of the 
war. He lost a leg at the battle of 
Fair Oaks October 27, 1864, while car- 
rying a wounded private from the field. 
At the battle of Plymouth, April 16, 
1864, he was captured and sent to Lib- 
by prison and later to prisons at Ma- 
con and Danville, Ga. Gen. Moffit had 
held many important public offices. 



A BROKEN RAIL. 

It Caused the Death of Two Persons 
and Injury to Many Ot’qers. 

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 4. — A broken 
rail caused the derailment of three 
cars of an east-bound passenger train 
on the Western Maryland railroad 
Sunday, causing the death of two per- 
sons and the serious injury of a num- 
ber cf other passengers and trainmen, 
the number of injured being placed at 
30. The ladies’ coach, which was the 
last of the train, rolled over and over 
down the mountain side, a distance of 
80 feet, and landed bottom upward. 
The accident occured near Blue Moun- 
tain House station, 15 miles east of 
Hagerstown, Md. 

Katherine Sener, 8 years cld, daugh- 
ter of a Baltimore newspaper man, 
died in the arms of the conductor after 
being taken from the wrecked car. An 
unknown woman was so wedged *in th*- 
wreckage that her dead body is un- 
recognizable. It is thought that she 
was- Mrs. E. E. Roy, or Foy, of Phila- 
delphia. She W’as about 35 year>: cld. 
Mrs. Sener, mother of the dead *‘hil<l, 
i.s probably fatally injured. Her son, 
six year old, was seriously injured.
